Matt's purpose for requesting the 
zoning change was to allow for the 
dismantling of junk or unlicensed 
automobiles on his property. 

The proposed change in zoning would 
make legal the used auto parts business 
purportedly in operation at this time by 
Matts. Complaints were heard from 
Matts’ sister-in-law and neighbor, 
Yvonne Matts. 

“It's been nothing but a mess since 
eatly spring,’’ she said. '‘And now he’s 
built the garage that he's been operat- 
ing his business out of, There’s lots of 
traffic on the road and even though he 
says it can look clean he hasn't done 
anything yet to make it look better.’’ 

According to Bob Matts, Jerome's 
brother, "'Cars have been brought in 
twice since the last planning commis- 
sion meeting. He brought in 13 cars in 
two days. That makes about 25 to 30 
cars that he's keeping there now." 

Matts countered his brother's com- 
plaint saying, ‘'The cars are back from 
the roadway. They're in a sandpit. If a 
fence were pit up, you could hardly see 
them."' 

However, the property owned by 
Matts is zoned Agricultural and Matts is 
apparently in direct violation of the 
zoning laws when he brings in un- 
licensed cars for dismantling. Township 
board members chastised Matts for 
building a large garage with the 
apparent purpose of using it as a place 
to dismantle automobiles. 

The township zoning board and the 
county planning commission, acting as 
advisory boards, recommended that the 
Evangeline Township Board deny the 
request for rezoning. 

Reasons cited for the denial included: 
the property with its current zoning has 
economic value to the property owner, 
the property owner was knowledgeable 
of the zoning when he purchased the 
parcel, rezoning would not be com- 
patible with the city’s master plan and 
the rights of nearby neighbors, re-

zoning would be financially beneficial to 
the owner only, and the present zoning 
laws are reasonable. 

A motion to deny the request was 
made by Elizabeth Hauser and 
seconded by B.J. Ellis. The motion 
passed by a 4-0 vote with one absten- 
tion. Township supervisor Bessie 
VanDorn abstained from voting because 
she said she had a conflict of interest. 
She and her husband Phil have a license 
tor keeping junk cars on their property, 
on Chartevoix-Boyne City Road, for the 
purpose of scrap or junking. 

rhe second issue addressed by the 
board involved the actual business 
operation conducted by Matts. Town- 
ship Clerk Anne Thurston urged the 
board to make a resolution that would 
enforce the zoning laws. 


According to township attorney 
William McTaggart, special considera- 
tion has been given Matts even though 
he was still operating a business. ‘‘The 
garage that has been built is over- 
sized for any purpose other than 
dismantling.’ 

Matts received a tongue fashing from 
Thurston and McTaggart for failure to 
observe the zoning law. McTaggait 
suggested tne township board take 
action, which if successful could fead to 
a jail sentence for Matts. 


‘‘Matts could be arrested or the 
township could go to the Circuit Court 
and ask for an injunction,”’ said 
McTaggart. '‘A deliberate and flagrant 
violation of the faw has been made by 
Jerome Matts. He scemis to think he is a 
law unto himself.”’ 


According to Thurston, the township 
has been *‘absolutely ridiculous in their 
leniency with this man. He’s been told 
at least twice to stop operating.”’ 


Thurston made a motion that would 
allow McTaggart to take legal steps to 
cease the operation. The motion was 
seconded by Elizabeth Hauser and 
passed with another abstention by Van

Wallace Merchant, the guest of honor 
at last week's presentation, is the son of 
William Merchant, who moved from 
Boston to Boyne to supervise and 
improve the chemical plant's efficiency. 

William Merchant later became the 
superintendent of the East Jordan 
Chemical Plant. Wallace Merchant is a 
retired engineer who has been associat- 
ed with the automobile industry and oil 
refineries. 


Merchant narrated the stide show 
that accompanied the program. ‘‘The 
plant was located at the present site of 
the Drive Gas Station across from The 
Landings condominiums,” said 
Merchant. ‘‘It began operating in 1902 
and became one of the world’s largest 
chemical plants."! 

The inferior trees and wood slashings 
left by the lumbermen eventually 
produced two million bushels of 


charcoal, one-half million pounds of 
acetate of lime and 600,000 gallons of 
wood alcohol yearly. In the 1920’s the 
wood supply dwindled and forced the 
chemical plant to close. 

But, the memory of it shall live on due 
to the efforts of Bob Morgridge’s 
history class and the co-operation of the 
library staff. Because of their efforts, a 
trip to the library is also a glimpse into 
the past.

Further Front Street 
elays are unwarranted 


The controversial Front Street 
condominium and marina develop- 
ment in Boyne City faces what is 
probably its last real hurdle on Dec, 
9. 


That’s when the city commission 


will hold a public hearing on the 


relocation of Front Street. A deci- 
sion could be made the same night. 
Final approval would then have to be 
granted in Circuit Court, but the 
court is expected to go along with the 
wishes of the commission. 

Some last-ditch opposition will 
apparently be expressed at the 
hearing. While we think the issue 
deserves a thorough airing, and the 
Front Street plan can stand up to 
opposition, we see nothing that 
should stand in the way of its 
approval. 


The main reason for the jong . 


controversy was the request by the 
developers Rick and Dave Smith of 
Lake Associates to close the street to 
the public. This proposal was put to a 
city-wide vote and turned down by a 
decisive margin. 

Leaders of the ‘‘Save Front 
Street'’ group said they opposed the 
street closing, not the condominium 
project, and most of them were true 
to their word. Vi Manglos, probably 
the most ardent opponent of the 
street closing, says, ‘I’m not 
fighting the Smiths anymore. All I 
ever got into it for in the first place

As it is proposed, we think the 
plan is a good one. The relocated 
part of the street would be at a 
higher elevation than the current 
street, which will help preserve some 
view of the lake. 

And the economic benefits of the 
project can’t be ignored. It is already 
employing about 40 people, and the 
first groups of condos aren't even 
past the foundation stage yet. The 
developers will pay about $200,000 
just to pave the relocated street, 
replacing poor quality, narrow pave- 
ment on the current street. 

Since $200,000 represents about 
twice the city’s total annual capita! 
improvement budget, it seems un- 
likely that this repaving would be 
possible in the near future without 
the developers: involvement, 


Later economic, tax and employ- 
ment benefits to the community will 
also be realized when the 108-unit 
condo project is finished and the 
200-slip marina is operating. 

All in all, we think the street 
relocation plan is a good compromise 
between factions who wanted the 
street left untouched and others who 
wanted it closed. 

Further delays and discourage- 
ment of people who want to invest a. 
considerable amount of money into 
the future of the Boyne community 
is, we feel, unwarranted.
